Washington, December’ 13.—All 
rovernment regulation affecting 
aw cotton ended today with the 
lissolution of the cotton distribu- 
jon committee of the war indus- 
ries board. 

While there was no announcement 
ither by Chairman Charles J. 
3rand, of the committegy or by 
thairman Baruch, of the war indus- 
ries board, as to the considerations 
vhich led to the decision to abolish 
he committee, it was understood 
hat officials no longer regarded it 
gs necessary to control distribution 
iow that the world markets have 
een reopened with the ending of the 
var. 

The committee appointed by Pres- 
dent Wilson to investigate the gen- 
ral cotton situation was dissolved 
everal weeks ago after it had re- 
vorted to the president that there 
vas no necessity for fixing a price 
or the various grades of raw cot- 
on, 

It also was announced that max- 
mum prices in cotton fabrics fixed 
ty the war industries board will be 
llowed to expire December 31, and 
vill not be renewed. 

Another action by the government 
oday affecting cotton was the allo- 
ation by the shipping board of two 
hips of 21,200 tons for the cotton- 
arrying trade. The Kirkle, of 9,400 
ons, was ordered to Galveston to 
oad cotton for England, and the 
‘thallenger, 11,800 tons, was sent to 
lew Orleans, to load also for Eng- 
ish ports. 

In making this announcement to- 
ay, Bainbridge Colby, of the ship- 
ing board, said that great quanti- 
ies of cotton are awaiting transpor- 
ation and that he is very hopeful 
f being able to follow up these al- 
oeations shortly with additional 
onnage as it is released from war 
equirements.

Captain A. Lamar Poole, of the 
police force, was named Friday 
night by the board of police com- 
missioners to succeed the late 
George S. Bullard, as chief of the 
city detective department. Sergeant 
A. J. Holcombe, now on the sta- 
tion desk, was elected to succeed 
Captain Poole as captain of the day 
watch, and Officer J. E. Chandler 
was named to take the sergeant’s 
place. 

The following supernumeraries 
were also added to the force: A. C. 
Harrison, W. M. Fuller, Robert Z. 
Wood, J. W. Wooley, Carl E. Wills, 
W. S. Morgan, D. O. Landrum, 
Carl Cathey, B. W. Manard, W. J. T. 
Stephens, M. D. Petty and Fred L. 
Tippin. 

The above election was announced 
at a meeting of the board held in 
the Ansley hotel, where the members 
of the police commission had gath- 
ered to partake of a farewell din- 
ner that was given them by the re- 
tiring chairman, Harry G. Poole. A 
sumptuous dinner was served, after 
which Chairman Poole delivered a 
farewell speech to his former col- 
leagues on the board. His talk was 
in a happy vein, and much laughter 
was provoked by his humorous rem- 
iniscences. Mr. Poole’s talk was re- 
sponded to by Mayor Asa G. Can- 
dler, ex-officio member of the board. 

Captain Lamar Poole, who. has 
been named to succeed the late 
Chief of Detectives George S. Bul- 
lard, is known as one of the most 
capable members of the Atlanta po- 
lice department. He is looked upon 
by the members of the force as one 
of the strongest and most intelligent 


men of the department, and he is 
regarded by city officials as an of- 
ficer of high character and ability 
as a disciplinarian. 

Captain Poole has been a mem- 
ber of the police department since 
October 2, 1899, having been in con- 
tinual service for nearly twenty 
years. 

Captain A. J. Holcombe, who has 
been promoted from station ser- 
geant to the captaincy of the day 
watch, and who is regarded as one 
of the most efficient men on the 
force, joined the police department 
in March, 1901. 

J. E. Chandler, one of the most 
popular members of the police de- 
partment, and who receives the 
pomotion to station sergeant to suc- 
ceed Sergeant Holcombe, came into 
the police department on March 31, 
1887. He is one of the oldest men 
in the department in point of serv- 
ice, having given 24 years of his 
life continuously to police duty. 

In addition to the above elections, 
the police board passed resolutions 
of regret over the death of Chief 
Bullard, and another asking that 
the incoming mayor reappoint Coun- 
cilman J. C. Little, of the third ward, 
as chairman of the police committee 
of council.

In a special session called for the 
purpose of considering increased 
street car fares for the Georgia 
Railway and Power company, and 
to act upon school matters, the At- 


lanta city council Friday afternoon "ss Friday afternoon 


tabled, without debate, a communi- 
cation from the United States war 
labor board, which recommended a 
six-cent fare for this city; referred 
to the 1919 council a communication 
addressed to council by Harry M. 
Atkinson, chairman of the board of 
directors of the power company, and 
refused to allow Mr. Atkinson or 
President P. S. Arkwright to ad- 
dress the members of general coun- 
cil. 

It was a lengthy session, consid- 
ering that only two subjects were 
included in the call. Nearly two 
hours, were spent in a spectacular 
contest between opposing council- 
men, and the parliamentary rules, as 
well as the rulings of the city at- 
torney, were many times invoked 
during the session. Efforts were 
made several times to extend the/| 
privilege of the floor to President 
Arkwright and to H. M. Atkinson 
and others who might be interested, 
but each of these attempts proved 
unsuccessful, as did two motions to 
resoive the council into a committee 
of the whole, which would have giv- 
en the officers of the car company 
and others an opportunity to be 
heard upon the rate increase ques- 
tion by all members of council. 


M’LELLAND 
LEADS FIGHT. 


Alderman John 8S. McClelland led 
the fight against the rate question 
coming before council, and it was 
upon his motion that the letter from 
the war labor board was laid upon 
the table. Mr. McClelland stated 
that there was no change in the sit- 
uation with reference to the qués- 
tion since the original request of 
the power company for an increase 
in rates had been tabled by coun- 
cil, and that the suit to force the 
Georgia railroad commission to as- 
sume jurisdiction in the rate mat- 
ter, which he said was started by 
the power company, is still pending 
in the supreme court. 

Mr. McClelland also stated that 
he had received a wire from James 
L. Key, mayor-elect, who is in To- 
ronto, asking that the rate case be 
not acted upon, and declaring that 
Mr. Key had gathered some very 
valuable information on the ques- 
tion during his present trip. 

Councilman A. J. Orme was the 
leader of the fight to have council 
consider the letter from the war 
board, and seek information upon 
the problem presented by the rate 
question in Atlanta by hearing from 
the officials of the street railway 
company. He insisted that the mat- 
ter should be heard as a matter of 
courtesy to the United States board 
as well as the citizens of the city 
who are interested. 

When council was called to or- 
der shortly after 3 o’clock the roll 


was called and all members an- 
swered to their names except Al- 
derman Ewing, Alderman Sisson, 
Councilman Golden, Councilman 
Hoffman and Councilman Martin. A 
number of prominent railway of- 
ficials, and business men, as well as 
labor leaders were present also, in- 
cluding Harry M. Atkinson, Presi- 
dent P. S. Arkwright, of the pow- 
er company; Jack J. Spalding, For- 
rest Adair, President Gramling, of 
the Atlanta Federation of Trades, 
and others.

This decision was made by a ma- 
jority of the city fathers of Atlanta 
after the issue had been unmistaka- 
bly drawn in a short, sharp fight 
that was fast and furious, while it 
lasted. 

Oakland City School Situation. 

The consideration of the matter 
of providing the $600 that is neces- 
sary for completing the OakTand 
City school building was taken up 
by council after interested members 
of the body had succeeded in get- 
ting this subject appended to the 
call that had been previously issued 
to council to convene Friday after- 
noon to consider the communica- 
tion from the war labor board con- 
cerning increased car fares for the 
Georgia Railway and Power com- 
pany. 

The matter was brought to the 
attention of council through a reso- 
lution by Councilman A. J. Orme, 
chairman of the council school com- 
mittee, who asked that a sum of 
$650 be transferred from other sub- 
heads to that of the building fund 
for schools in order that the Oak- 
land City school might be brought 
to a state of completion that would 
permit of its occupancy. Mr. Orme 
warmly advocated his_ resolution 
after it had been introduced, moving 
for its adoption, and stating the 
facts with reference to the situation 
involving the great need for this 
school building in the tenth ward. 

Supporting Councilman Orme and 
contributing to the sharp battle of 
words and the intricate parliamen- 
tary contest that subsequently was 
waged were Councilmen Ashley, Al- 
derman Richardson and Alderman 
Spratt, representative of the tenth 
ward. Opposing the transfer were 
Alderman Hatcher, chairman of the 
finance committee; Councilman. &: 
Cc. Little, Councilman J. R. Nutting 
and others. 

Few contests in the history of the 
Atlanta city council have brought 
from the members more candid 
statements of their policies, and in

Judge Emory Speer was 
of age last September, yet had been 
a man extremely active during the 
last few months: He took the stump 
in the interest of the Liberty Loan 
and other government movements 
in an effort to win the war. 

Earlv inthe summer, Judge Speer 
went to his summer home in the 
mountains of north Georgia and 
Tennessee, where he went every 
year because of hay fever, and re- 
turned only a month ago. He had 
been ill for three weeks. 

Removed te Hospital. 

Doctors were preparing. to move 
Judge Speer to a Baltimore hospital 
for an operation, but his condltion 
became so critical that he was 
rushed to a local hospital on Wed- 
nesday of this week fur an immedi- 
ate operation for gallstones. 

He rallied after the operation, but 
had a sinking spell shortly after- 
ward and since then his condition 
was alarming to members of his 
family, who were at his bedisde. 

At noon today Judge Speer’s tem- 
perature began to rise. It reached 
106 degrees, it was learned. 

The end came at 9 cfclock tonight. 

Judge Speer was appointed to the 
bench by President Chester A. Ar- 
thur. He had been a jurist for 
thirty-three years. 

Conscious to Last. 

Judge Speer was conscious to the 
last and recognized those about him. 
According to members of the fam- 
roe he appeared to be suffering no 
pain 

Judge Speer @# survived by his 
wife, one sister and five daughters. 
His wife was Miss Fleanora D. Mor- 
gan, of this city. His sister is Miss 
Laura Speer, of Athens, Ga. and 
his daughters are: Mrs. William 
Aubrey, of San Antonio, Texas; Mrs. 
A. H. Heyward, of Macon: Mrs. M. 
H. Signor, widow of a navy captain, 
of Macon; Mrs. S. F. Crecelius, wife 
of a colonel in the Engineers’ corps 
recently returned from France, of 
Louisville, Ky... and Mrs. Eugene 
Andersen, of Macon. 

Judge Speer will be buried in Ma- 
con, but the arrangements for his 
funeral were not completed tonight. 

Served in Civil War. 

Enlisting in 1864, Judge Speer 
servded until the end of the civil 
war as a private in the Fifth Ken- 
tucky (Orphan brigade). After the 
war he entered the Universitv of 
Georgia and was eraduated from 
that institution in 1869. 

Judge Speer served four years as 
a solicitor general in Georgia 
(1873-76), and he had served two 
terms in congress. He was elected 
to the forty-sixth ccigress on the 
democratic ticket, but disagreed 
with that party’s policies and ran 
for the forty-seventh congress as an 
independent and won. Later he 
joined the republican party and was 
United States attorney for one term, 
after which he was appoitned in 
1885 as United States district judge 
for the southern district of Georgia. 
This position Judge Speer had occu- 
pied continuously until his death 
tonight. 

Judge Speer was widely known as 
an orator and a writer on legal sub- 
jects, and served as dean of the law 
department of Mercer’ univeristy 
since 1893. He had served in many 
famous cases during his time as 
United States judge, notable among 
these being the Greene and Gaynor

WILSON’S APPROVAL 


CLAIMED BY BURLESON 


Under the Measure Gov- 
ernment Control of the 
Telegraph and _ Tele- 
phone Would Continue 
Until Otherwise Ordered 
by Congress. 


Washington, December 13.—Tele- 
phone and telegraph lines would be- 
come permanent government owned 
utilities under a resolution intro- 
duced in the house today by Chair- 
man Moon, of the postoffice com- 
mittee. Mr. Moon said the measure 
had been drafted in consultation 
with Postmaster General Burleson, 
who had informed him that the leg- 
islation was approved by President 
Wilson. 

The resolution was referred to the 
postoffice committee, whiche soon 
will begin hearings on it. Discus- 
sion of the proposal! in the house, 

‘precedmghs .2ommtt- 
tee report, Mr. Moon announcing 
today that he expected to deliver an 
address on the subject during con- 
sideratoion of the postoffice appro- 
priation bill. 

Government control and opera- 
tion of the telegraph and telephone 


lines is limited by the existing res- | 


olution to the pertod of the war, but 
under the measure offered today it 
would continue “until otherwise or- 
dered by congress.” The resolu- 
tion directs the postmaster general 
to negotiate contracts for the pur- 
chase of the telephone lines sub- 
ject to the approval of congress and 
to have an appraisal made as to the 
value of the telegraph property. 

The right of the government to 
purchase the telegraph system is 
given under an existing law, accord- 
ing to administration officials. This 
law, passed in 1866, was designed to 
give government aid in the con- 
struction of telegraph lines and pro- 
vided that the privileges of opera- 
tion given the companies weer non- 
transferable except that the govern- 
ment might purchase the property. 

Provision was made for the ap- 
pointment of five disinterested per- 
sons to appraise the properties 
should the government decide to 
purchase them. Two of the apprais- 
ers would be named by the post- 
master general, two by the compa- 
nies and the fifth by these four 
men. 


BURLESON NAMES 
BOARD TO OPERATE 
ALL WIRE LINES 


Washington, December 13.—Post- 
master Genera) Burleson tonight 
appointed a board for the opera- 
tion of the telegraph and telephone 
service under government control. 
Union N. Bethel, vice president of 
the American Telephone and Tele- 
graph company, is chairman, and 
the other members are F. A. Steven- 
son, superintendent of plants of the 
American Telephone and Telegraph 
company; G. M. Yorke, vice presi- 
dent of the Western Union Tele- 
graph company, and A. F. Adams, 
president of the Kansas City Home 
Telephone company. 

No announcement accompanied 
the order naming the wire control 
committee, but it was understood 
that the appointment was in line 
with the recent recommendation of 
Theodore N. Vail, chairman of the 
American Telephone and Telegraph 
company, that control of all land 
wire systems be placed under a sin- 
gle head, with three operating divi- 
sions . 

These divisions are “telephone 
service,” “telegraph service” and 
maintenance and manipulation of 
wires of systems as distinct from 
traffic operations. Below these di- 
visions the organization will be am- 


plified and arranged to meet the 
necessities.

witness admitted that records show- | 
ed Dickinson did have considerable 
accurate official information of a 
confidential nature, and gave it to 
the German representatives. 

Captain Lester, continuing his 
testimony tomorrow, expects to tell 
how the German agents tried to 
stir up revolt among American ne- 
groes to serve Germafn purposes. 

Propagandists for America. 

The intensive German propagan- 
da efforts had their beginnings, 
Captain Lester said, in a series of 
lectures given the chosen agents at 
Berlin by representatives of the 
foreign office and other German 
government agencies. Elaborate 
memoranda were prepared on de- 
tailed subjects, and armed with 
these 31 sailed from Copenhagen 
for the United States August 4, 
1914, arriving August 15 on the 
same boat with Dr. Heinnerich Al- 
bert, paymaster for the propaganda 
forces. The only ones of these men 
mentioned by Captain Lester were 
Dr. Adolph Mecklenburg, Dr. Eric 
Kraske and Dr. Philip Bonn, all of 
whom have returned to Germany.

S. George 
Washington, December 13.—(By 
Wireless.)—President Wilson will 
remain in Europe probably for 
two months, returning to Wash- 
ington, if indications prevail that 
presence is necessary, just 
the close of the present 
congress. If later he is required 
at the peace table, it is said, he 
will not hesitate to return to 
France. It is known, however, 
that he hopes to avoid this lat- 
ter contingency and that all af- 
fairs requiring his eounsel will 
be disposed of before the mid- 
dle of February. 

Refreshed and invigorated by 
ten days at sea, President Wil- 
son is in excellent physical con- 
dition for the hard work ahead 
of him. From the time the George 
Washington passed out of sight 
of the Statue of Liberty the 
American executive has exercis- 
ed consistently. Hie has rested 
a great deal, but still has found 
time for much work in daily 
conferences and with state pa- 
pers. He has made tappoint- 
ments, accepted resignations and 
signed pardons, and conducted by 
wireless, probably for the first 
time in history as the head of 
any nation, more work than ever 
before has been accomplished in 
this manner. Meanwhile, he has 
been in congtant touch with 
American officials in Washing- 
ton and Paris. 

During his stay in Paris he 
will conduct his daily business 
at the Murat palace, the same as 
at the white house, surrounded 
by his clerks, stenographers and 
attendants.

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TO STAFF CHIEF MARCH 


Washington, December 13.—Upon 
the recommendation of General 
Pershing and with the approval of 
President Wilson, Secretary Baker 
today awarded the distinguished 
service medal to Genera] Peyton C. 
March, chief of staff. 

In presenting the decoration: be- 
fore a large assemblage of army 
officers Secretary Baker laid stress | 
upon the fact that it was won 
through efficient service both in 
France, as chief of aftillery of the 
first American army, and at home 
as chief of staff. 

Géneral Pershing’s recommenda- 
tion, which réached the war depart- 
ment on December 7, was as fol- 
lows: 

“It is recommended that the dis- 
tinguished service goid medal be 
awarded General Peyton C. March, 
chief of staff, U. S. A., for excep- 
tionally meritorious and conspicu- 
ous service. As commanding gen- 
eral of the army artillery of the 
first army, he initiated and pre- 
pared the plans for the organization 
of the artillery of the American 
army in France. As chief of staff 
of the United States army he has 
inestimable 
value to his country.” 

Secretary Baker said it was to 
him a. peculiarly happy circum- 
stance that the recommendation 
that General March be decorated 
had come from the commander of 
the American expeditionary forces. 
While the whole nation joined, Mr. 
Baker s@id, in acknowledgment of 


forces, it was a tsrikwing indica- 
tion of the unity of purpose that 


preciated the work of those officers 
and men whose duties had held 
them at home, 

General March in reply said he 
would take pleasure in presenting 
to the secretary soon his recommen- 


contributed largely to the success 
of the American military program, 
although they have been forced to 
remain in the United States, he 
awarded decorations. For himself, 
he said, he took pride in the fact 
that the recommendation for his 
own decoration had come through 
regular military channels.

Brest Mayor Welcomes Wilson. 

_ Mayor Goude, of Brest, in greet- 
ing President Wilson as he landed 
here today, snid: 

“Mr. President: I feel the deep- 
est emotion in presenting to you the 
welcome of the Breton’ population. 
The ship bringing’ you to this port 
is the symbol under the auspices of 
which the legions of your pacific 
citizens sprang to arms in the 
&krand cause of independence. Un- 
der the same auspices today you 
bring to the tormented soil of Eu- 
rope the comfort of your authorized 
voice in the debates which will calm 
our quarrels, 

“Mr. President, upon this Breton 
soil our hearts are unanimous in 
saluting you as the messenger of 
justice and peace.

In order 
to perpetuate this honor to our de- 
scendants, the municipal council 
has asked me to present you with 
an address expressing their joy at 
heing privileged to incline them- 
selves before the illustrious demo- 
crat who presides over the destinies 
of the great republic of the United 
States.” 

The mavor then presented the en- 
grossed address of the council, which 
said in part: 

“Being the first to welcome the 
president of the United States to 
France, we respectfully salute the 
eminent statesman who so nobly 
personifies the ideals of liberty and 
the rights of man. In order to per- 
petuate this event through ages we 
direct that these proceedings be de- 
posited in the city archives.

Presidential Fleet Sighted.

country established headquarters at 
1123 Broadway, arrangements hav- 
ing been made in advance, Captain 
Lester said, by George Sylvester 
Viereck, then publisher of a weekly 
known as The Vaterland. Matthew 
B. Claussen, publicity manager for 
the Hamburg-American interests, 
the witness testified, directed the 
work of the German press bureau at 
first in preparation of printed sheets 
of articles subtly presenting the 
German side of the war, but later 
he was replaced by Hale. 

Used a Password. 

Great secrecy was maintained con- 
cerning the maintenance of the 
headquarters, Captain Lester said, 
a pass word, “burgomaster,” being 
required for admittance to Dr. Al- 
bert’s office there, through part of 
the Hamburg-American line ticket 
offices. This was the frequent 
‘meeting place of Von Bernstorff, 
Captain Boy-Ed, Von Papen, Wolf 
Von lgel and other German repre- 
sentatives, according to the witness, 
and direct wires were maintained 
with the Sayville wireless station, 
which communicated with the radio 
tower at Nauen, Germany. 

Great quantities of German news- 
a magazines and books were 
shipped into the United States for 
use of the propagandists, and these 
also went to Mexico and other coun- 
tries. A Mexico City newspaper, La 
Pensa, described by Captain Lesttr 
as “violently pro-German,” repro- 
duced many of the articles, which 
were distributed there through the 
German minister, Von Eckhardat. 

Captain Lester read into the rec- 
ord a cablegram from Lord North- 
cliffe to Arthur Brisbane, in De- 
cember, 1916, two months after the 
International News Service’ cable 
privilege had been revoked, urging 
Brisbane to come to England. 

“Suggest you come to England, 
full authority,” read the cablegram. 
“On the event given proper assur- 
ance your part, believe matter can 
be satisfactorily adjusted. Best 
wishes for 1917.” 

William Bayard Hale, said Cap- 
tain Lester, became editor of the 
propaganda sheets issued by the 
German press bureau early in 1914 
on solicitation of Dr. Dernberg and 
continued up to May, 1916. Captain 
Lester said it was apparent that 
Hale made efforts to keep his con- 
nections secret. The army intelli- 
gence service has no evidence, the 
witness declared, that Hale did 
work for the German government 
after the United States entered the 
war, 

Hale Goes to Berlin for Hearst. 

In May, 1916, Hale went to Ber- 
lin, said Captain Lester, and “as 
soon as he became identified with 
the Hearst service in Berlin, he cap- 
italized his former connections as 
minister plenipotentiary to Mexico, 
his acquaintance with President 
Wilson, and he was looked on at 
Berlin as one of the strongest rep- 
resentatives America could have in 


Germany.” 

Senator Wolcott interrupted to 
ask whether Mr. Hearst knew of 
Hale’s anti-American sentiments, 
pointing out that there was a great 
difference in being pro-German and 
positively anti-American. 

Captain Lester replied: ‘He must 
have if he read Hale’s cables. His 
dispatches were editorial, and laud- 
atory of Germany and German offi- 
cialdom. I have read hundreds of 
passages in his dispatches belit- 
tling the cause of the allies.” 

The golden book, a huge, elab- 
orately decorated volume, was pre- 
sented to the committee of senators 
to show how Richard Wackerow, a 
German consul, and his assistants, 
had used it as a means of getting 
permanent Americans on record as 
favoring Germany and to discover 
who were still loyal to the German 
cause. This book was carried from 
New York to San Francisco with 
stops in a hundred or more commu- 
nities up to a month before the Unit- 
ed States entered the war, Captain 
Lester said, and persons who do- 
nated to a fund for German war 
orphans were. perntitted to place 
their signatures in the volume 
which was to have been sent to the 
German press. 

“Let man be noble, helpful and 
good,” was the first inscription in 
the book. It was signed by J. Bern- 
storff on August 3, 1916. Some do- 
nations were as much as $3,000 and 
many signatures and_ inscriptions 
were in German. The committee 
has not yet decided whether to make 
public the names of the persons who 
signed the book. 


Hearst Owned German Paper. 


_Investigation by the army intel- 
ligence bureau, Captain Lester said, 
disclosed that William Randolph 
Hearst owned The Deutch Journal, 
a German language newspaper in 
New York, which was discontinued 
when the United States entered the 
war. This newspaper had a private 
wire connected with Albert’s office 
in New York, Captain Lester said, 
and Albert O. Sander, charged with 
having sent German spies to Eng- 
Jjand, also was connected with the 
paper. 

In September, 1916, Captain Les- 
ter said, Hearst undertook the .pub- 
lication and distribution of a book 
written by Captain Koenig, eom- 
mander of the merchant submarine 
Deutschland, the proceeds to be 
Siven to the widows and orphans 
of German submarine crews, but 
while the manuscript was en route 
to the United States it was cabled 
by The New York World correspond- 
ent and published serially.

In response to questions, Captain 
Lester said there is nothing in the 
army intelligence records showing 
whether Mr. Hearst or managers of 
the International News service 
knew that Fox was in the pay of 
the German government. 

Wilson Argued With Hearst. 

Captain Lester said that as a re- 
sult of a request by President Wil- 
son at a personal interview with 
William Randolph Hearst, changes 
were made in the film play, 
“Patria,” produced serially in the 
United States early in 1917, pictur- 
ing Japan and Mexico in an alliance 
against the United States. The wit- 
ness cited this film as one bearing 
earmarks of German propaganda. 

Statement By Hoke Smith. 

Senator Smith, of Georgia, whose 
name was mentioned in a report of 
the American embargo conference 
referred to last. week by A. Bruce 
Bielaski, of the department of jus- 
tice, as being a supporter of that 
organization, testified today that he 
knew nothing of the organfzation. 
He recalled that he voted to table 
the embargo amendment when it 
was before the senate.

U.S. WARSHIPS 
ORDERED HOME 


Every Capital Ship Op- 
erating With the British 
Fleet to Return to the 
United States This 
Month. 


Washington, December 13.—Re- 
turn to home waters of the first 
ships of the American armada sent 
to Europe to combat German sea 
power, will be marked b ya great 
naval pageant in New York harbor 
about December 23. Secretary Dan- 
iels announced today that he will go 
to New York on the Mayflower to 
review the fleet, which will be led 
by Admiral Mayo, commander-in- 
chief of the Atlantic fleet, on his 
flagship, the Pennsylvania, which 
accompanied . President Wilson tv 
Europe. 

In the home-coming fleet will be 
nine dreadnaughts, 20 destroyers 
and more than 40 converted yachts, 
mine-planters, submarines and other 
craft. The destroyer force, part of 
which already is on the way to 


New York, includes many of the 
vessels first sent to the war zone, 
and some of them carry on their fun- 
nels the stars awarded for destruc- 
tion of German submarines. 

Owing to the character of some of 
the craft ordered home no definite 
date can be set for their arrival, 


~~ 


and it is possible that some of the’ 


smaller ships will net get back in 
time for the review, which will give 
the people of the country an oppor- 
tunity to see the fighting ships that 
helped materially to defeat’ the 
German menace. Efforts will be 
made, however, to bring as many as 
possible of the returning vessels 
into port together. 
All That Can Be Spared. 


Instructions to Admiral Mayo 
called for the retur nof all naval 
craft that can be spared. Some por- 
tions of the American forces, how- 
ever, must remain on the other 
side temporarily to complete the 
work of carrying cut naval condi- 
tions of the armistice. 

The dreadnaughts ordered to re- 
turn are division No. 6, commanded 
by Rear Admiral Hugh Rodman, 
battleships New York, flagship: 
Texas, Wyoming, Florida, Alabama, 
and Nevada; division No. 9, com- 
manded by Rear Admiral Thomas S. 
Rogers, battleships Utah, flagship; 
Oklahoma and Arizona. 

It is understood much of the At- 
lantic fleet which has remained on 
this side will be mobilized at New 
York to meet the home-coming 
ships. Secretary Daniels will go to 
New York for the review. 

Admiral Rodman’s division now is 
at the British base at the west coast 
of Scotland. 

The division under Admiral Roeg- 
ers was stationed on the west coast 
of the British Isles, to act as con- 
vovs against enemy surface craft. 

Both divisions were mobilized on 
the French coast today to meet the 
George Washington with President 
Wilson on board, 


List of Destroyers. 


Secretary Daniels announced that 
twenty destroyers had been ordered 
home from Europe to take part in 
the naval review at New York. Eight 
are now en route home and the oth- 
er twelve will sail soon. 

The destroyers ordered home are 
among those first sent to European 
waters to battle against subma- 
rines. Those now en route to New 
York are the Whipple, Truxton, 
Worden, Stewart, Flusser, Preston, 
Lamson and Reid. Those soon to 
sail are the Jenkins, Trippe, Cassin, 
Conungham, Paulding, Stevens, 
Balch, Caldwell, McCall, Ammen, 
Sterett and Terry. 


Mrs. Story Is Dared 
To Trial on Charges 
Of Grand-Petit Larceny 


New York, December 13.—Judge 
Crain in the general sessions court 
today offered Mra. William Cum- 
ming Story what he termed a trial 


“on its merits with consequent vin- 
dication if the facts so warrant,” of 
charges of grand and petit larceny 
growing out of an investigation of 
the affairs of the National Emer- 
gency Relief society. 

Denying a motion by Mrs, Story’s 
counsel for dismissals of the indict- 
ments, the court also refused to 
grant a similar recommendation by 
the district attorney, based on the 
prosecutor’s claim that the death of 
William Garland Brown, a solicitor 
for the society, had left the state 
with insufficient evidence to obtain 
a conviction. 

Judge Crain ruled that unless the 
defendant’s lawyers, within ten 
days, signed a stipulation that the 
testimony of Brown before the 
grand jury be used in the trial, he 
would grant the district attorney’s 
motion. 

The prosecutor’s move to dismiss 
the indictment preceded by several 
days that of the defense. Mrs. 
Story’s attorneys made a plea for 
similar action, but without refer- 
ence to the insufficiency of evi- 
dence, claiming that the state’s mo- 
tion, if granted, would not free 
their client of the stigma of the 
charges. 

Mrs. Story was charged with ap- 
propriating to her own use some of 
the funds of the society, organized 
to provide comforts for soldiers, and 
with permitting Brown to retain 
commissions out of money con- 
ig tay as a result of his activi- 
ties. 

Mrs. Story formerly was presi- 
dent of the Daughters of the Amer- 
ican Revolution and the New York 
State Federation of Women’s Clubs 
and a member of the Colonial 
Dames.
